DESTRUCTIVE FIRE, 


HAMBLY’S BAKE SHOP DESTROYED 


Shortly after 7 o'clock on Thursday 
morning Isat, Mr. P. A. Hambly’s extonsive 
bake shop was discovered to be on tire, and 
although the firemen turned out promptly 
and worked with energy, tho interior of 
the structure, which is of brick, was com- 
pletely gutted, the whole of the valuable 
machinery being damaged boyond repair, it 
ia feared, while considerable amount ‘of 
atook wi yed. The bakery was one 
of the most extensive in this part of the 
country, the business in bread making be- 
ing very groat, whilst in the manufacture 
of confectionery « largo trade was also done, 
Mr. Hambly’s loas is estimated at about 
81,200, upon which unfortunately ho bad 
nolnaurance. The building, which ia own: 
ed by Mr, James Wilson, of Mill Point, 
was insured for $1,600, which it is thought 
will make good the damage. 
In conversation with Mr. Hambly, he 
‘oxproaned himself sa feeling deeply his’ pro- 
jpability to supply bread to bis five 
hundred costomers, his foar concerning 
which is that he cannot at this inclement 
seaacn havo his premises repaired, whilat 
it is impossible to procure another shop or 
shops with facilities sufficient for his trade. 
Ho stated also that two other bakers 
Messrs. Dickens and Greatrix had offered 
him the nso of thie shops, for which 
offor he felt vory thankful, whose 
generosity In certainly worthy of all praise, 
Tho origin of the fre is unknown, but 
there sooms to be reason for believing that 
it waa the work of an incondiary, On tho 
a(tornoon of Wednesday the fires wero 
drawn from the ovens, which were to have 
on Thursday, con:

to accommodate them if they really mean 
Dusiness. Our rofinore have again put up

Again, in manuring their wheat land (in 
my opinion) they should not put on fresh 

The manur 
oughly rotted t 
to provent it from springing up and chok- 
ing the Tt would bo 
woll in holding itover to have it under 
cover, or olso have m cistern or tank to 
save tho drainage caused by rains, also to 
add lime, house or Geld ashes, or ‘leached 
ashes to their manure heaps, all of which 
would add value to the manure for wheat 
of any other crops, 

Tho farmer who sells his ashes for 10 
cents per boshel is actually throwing away 
50 cta worth of valuable manure or top 
dressing for his grain or hay Gelds, and the 
same may bs said of leached ashes, Why 
is it that all the leached ashes at Belleville 
are bought op by Americans and taken in 
canal bosts across the lake and down the 
canal to Schenectady and Albany, and 
thence by rail for hundreds of miles! But 
for the fact that they soll at high prices 
amongst the farmers for manure, while here 
our farmers hardly ever think of uaing 
thorn 

Salt is another excellent fertilizer, apd 
would have an excellent effect when sown 
opou wheat and mesdow Janda, while the 
advantage from both ashes and salt would 
be to diminish, if not wholly to destroy,the 
fly, tho grub, as well ex otbor insects that 
jure tho wheat and other grain. 

Plaster is good manure for loamy or 
aandy land, but not forclay land. Plaster 
being ground stone has a tendency to make 
our clay lands harder, and in my opinion 

not be used. For hard elay landa I 
would recommend pine saw dust as an ex- 
cellent fertilizer, and as manure it wil last 
the longest, It will nut only keep the land 
moist and free from harduoss in ploughing, 
but the turpentine that is in the saw-dost 
will be an excellent preventative against 
the fly, &o Ashes and salt would also be 
benobicial on olay lands. 

Another thing, farmers who wish to save 
allthe manuro possitle for their land 
should not allow their cattle, sheep, oF pigs 
to run at largo, but keep them in pasture 
fields, and thereby save all the drop for 
the benefit of the land. Farmors who al- 
Jow thoir atock to live upoti the roads lose 
much by their negligence aa well as causo 
annoyance to travellers 

Again, all the bones {rom the beef, pork, 
ote., used by the family, should be utilized 
by belog broken up fine, if not dissolved 
and manda into compoast,and should be used 
as manure either on the wheat fields or 
yogotable gardens. This would pay the 
farmor much botter than to allow them to 
go to waate, 

There is another manure which no doubt 
will soon come into use, that is Super-Phos-
